1 . The reply filed on 5/27/98 is not fully responsive to the prior Office action because of the 
following omission(s) or matter(s). 

Regarding claim 1 in the amendment filed 5/27/98, said claim has amended a claim that was not 
previously under consideration in the instant application. Claim 1 has been amended to remove "to 
clinically relevant numbers", yet the phrase "to clinically relevant numbers" is still present in line 8. This 
phrase was not present twice in original claim 1. 

The M.P.E.P. section 714.22 (Rev. 3, July 1997) pages 700-130 to 700-131 specifies protocols 
for use in amending language in a pending claim. According to amended claim 1 in the amendment filed 
5/27/98, the phrase "to clinically relevant numbers" was used twice in claim 1 prior to amendment, while 
this phrase was actually only present once in original claim 1. Thus, applicant has amended a claim that 
was not under consideration. 

Applicant should carefully examine all pending claims in the amendment filed 5/27/98 to insure 
that similar errors have not been made.
